.~evison promised to be there on Tuesday and would work with 
ackson on Tuesday and Wednesday. Jackson told Levison he . 
“should come to 5748 Kinpark Avenue, which is located two blocks 
rom the University (University of Chicago). M 
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Levison, in diverting his attention from Chicago to 
uston, Texas, said Carol (Caro]_Hoover, SCLC field worker), was 
in Houston working on the SCIC project. He said even though 
Hoover has had experience in such things, she should have some 
supervision because the project is so important to the SCLC. 
He described the project as one which has never been undertaken 
before, and it entails turning to the community and organizing 


things in the community so that "you are solidly resting on the 
Negro community".

Jackson mentioned addressing the American Jewish 
Congress (AJC), on October 22, 1966, and came away feeling that 
the relationship with the AJC had not been sufficiently appealed 
to; that it was necessary to cultivate relationship with the 
rabbis all across the country. Levison replied that reaching 
the rabbis was not always effective for reaching a slum landiord, 
because a slum landlord often does not go to a synagogue. 
levison said he is on the National Executive Board of the AJC, 
and for the past couple of weeks the Board has been meeting 
with the new National President, a rabbi from Cleveland by 
the name of Lelyveld (phonetic). This rabbi, Levison said, 
was beaten up in Mississippi: he has taken the position that 
he will not back up because of "Black Power", but on the contrary, 
wants to understand it. In fact, according to Levison, 
Lelyveld had discussions with Floyd McKissick (Director of the 
Congress of Racial Equality) (CORE), about the topic. Levison 
described Lelyveld as an untypical white liberal since he was not 
running away or using"Black Power" as an excuse for diminishing 
his interest. 


Continuing, Levison said the thing about Lelyveld 
that surprised him was that he is an apologist for "Black ' 
Power", Levison said when he (Levison argued that the term eo 
"Black Power" is not a good slogan but stressing at the same od 
time the need for power and the need for black consciousness, 
Lelyveld argued that the term "Black Power" is a good slogan. 
Levison said that meant that Lelyveld has a' pretty advanced 
type of thinking. Levison said other Jewish groups 
gravitate toward the National Association for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP), because it is a case of middle 
Class liking middle class. 


The area Levison would like to see tapped for support 
(financial and otherwise) is the Negro community itself. 
According to him, the Negro community is where there is plenty 
of money but no one has organized any type of mechanism for 
getting it, and that one who does this is going to do something 
revolutionary. He explained that many Negroes do not belong to 
any social club which raises money for the Negro movement or = 
to churches, but would be willing to give money if they were 
approached.

Levison said he was working on a plan to bring the 
Negro press to a level of real acceptability and get them tied 
up to SCLC objectives, and for that he has called a meeting for 
Thursday, October 27, 1966, (in Chicago). He said he would aiso 
get together with some insurance representatives and leaders 
to explain to them that they along with the "Negro preacher" 
could have a substantial drive to increase the dividends 
for their companies.

In a similar move, Clarence Jones has started a 

program like this for his insurance company, the 

intra-American Insurance Company, of New York, New York. 

Zis program is in conjunction with the AME Church in New 

York City. The plan, according to Levison, works as follows: 

the church gets the application signed by its members and 

gets ten per cent of the first year commission and one per cent 

thereafter. 


In regard to other SCLC fund raising activities, 
Levison and Jackson expressed dismay at Martin Luther King's 
plans to go to Jerusalem next year. Levison's opposition is , 
due mainly to the efforts of some to commercialize the venture, | 
and to portray the SCLC as a religious wriented organization. — 
in doing so, Levison said, many Negroes would feel that they 
would not want to become affiliated with a church group. 


During their contact, Jackson mentioned that King would 
be in New York on Friday (October 28, 1966), but said he did rot 
know the nature of his trip. Jackson said he (Jackson) would be 
in New York on Monday (October 31, 1966) to meet with those 
people" (people supporting operation "bread basket"). 


Finally, the subject of travel costs of SCLC 
officials who travel from one place to another to speak came up. 
Jackson said he wanted to deal with the issue since it costs She 
SCLC a lot of money to pay for their jaunts. Levison said in 
reply that he flies back and forth at will, never charges the 
SCLC, never has to ask for permission because he pays his

The same confidential source edvised on October 23, 
1966, that Stanley Levison and Clarence Jones were in 
conversation on that date. Levison wanted to know if Jones 
had been successful in contacting Hoffa's office (James Hoffa. 
President of the Teamsters I Jones replied that there was 
A possibility that Martin Luther King would have an appointment 
with Hoffa this week in Chicago. Jones remarked that Paul 
O'Dwyer (a New York Attorney), told him that Hoffa, like other 
vrade unionists, was afraid of the "white back lash" within hs 
renks. Levison said Hoffa needs King. Jones said King 
apparent iy has reservations about Hoffa anc that Levison had 
better set him straight. Levison said: "I'm not going to te ii 
aim, I'm going to kick his head in". Levison referred to the 
Sexe importance of the Teamsters Union and the fact that King 
was too innocent in this area. Levison said he would talk to 
King about this in no uncertain terms.

King’s appearance in Detroit was sponsored by the 
Hen's Group of the New Bethel Baptist Church. King spoke 
before approximately 2500 to 3000 people, of which approximately 
| 98 per cent vas Negro. His speech was of an emotionally 
religious nature. However, he did interject comments on 


civil rights. He described his interpretation of black 
power as follows: 


"White power has produced black power. Black 
power is a sick slogan produced by the diseases of a sick 
society". At the conclusion of King's talk, a collection was 
solicited. The nmoung of money obtained was not available. 
The collection appeal commenced with the men volunteering 
$10, then $5.00 and then the women offered their contributions, 
Ooservation of the collection basket indicated there was a 


noticeable absence of $5 and $10 bills, but many $1 bills 
were noted in the basket.

Russell has now become disenchanted 
with these organizations and would like to resume his 
association with the SCLC, Kine remarked.

King went on to remark that Russell wanted him 
to serve on the Board of the "New Politics", since he 
(Russell) is so actively involved with the organization. 
Levison cautioned King to be very reluctant in becoming a 
member, since the Board is composed of people like Spock 
(Dr. Benjamin Spock, renowned baby specialist). Levison 
said Spock and others like him were the kind of people 
who couic guide King in the wrong direction. 


King said Russell was in favor of organizing 
a new company which would be half owned by the SCLC. It 
would be the type company that would sell products which 
the purchaser could buy knowing that the profits would go 
to the SCLC. In trying to determine what type company would 
be more profitable, Russell suggested a retail record and 
stereo tape marketing operation. Levison was reluctant 
to give his approval for such a venture, adding instead, 
that he would like to consider the matter in great detail 
before so doing. King said he expec ed to go to Russell's 
house in the early Spring to attend a fund raising affair 
which he has planned. Russell, King said, has promised 
him $25,000.00 from the affair. Kine mentioned that 
Russell is reputed to be worth eighty million dollars. 


In discussing other ways by which the SCLC could 
raise funds, King and Levison mentioned that there was a 
plan to sell sermons for radio dissemination. This plan, 
Levison said, could bring in more than $100,000.00 a year. 
The problem facing them is to get a sermon writer, since 


there is such a big backlog of sermons. magen.

Griffin said he had been notified that the 
SCLC's charter in New York State had been revoked because 
the organization had failed to compiy with Article 10-A 
of the Social Welfare Law, which requires registration 
by a charitable institution engaged in soliciting funds 
in the State. As a result of having been so notified, 
the SCLC will have to re-register Griffin said. 


Levison said he was notified that their charter 
had been revoked and that he had already commenced the 
necessary procedures to correct this situation. In 
order to do this, it will be necessary to prepare and submit 
an annual report to the State of New York.

. The SCHW was cited as a communist front by the 
Committee on Un-American Activities, House Report 592, 
June 16, 1947. 


An amendment to the charter of the SCHW changed 
the name of that organization to the SCEF, and listed its 
purpose as being to improve the educational and cultural 
-standards of the Southern people in accordance with the 
highest American democratic institutions, traditions, and 
ideals. The amendment was dated April 26, 1946. 


A source advised on March 2, 1961, that CLAUDE 
LIGHTFOOT, a Communist Party functionary, stated at a meeting 
of the Communist Party in Baltimore, Maryland, on 
February 25, 1961, that the Communist Party is not connected 
with any progressive movement but indirectly they do have 
some influence in the SCEF. 


A second source, who is familiar with some phases 
of Communist Party activity in the New Orleans area, 
advised on June 2, 1965, that during the time the SCHW 
was in existence, Communist Party (CP) members have not been 
encouraged to work in the SCEF. The source stated the 
SCEF is a progressive, liberal organization, which he 
considers a CP front organization because it has gone along 
with the Communist Party on certain issues, particularly 
on the racial question. 


On June 2, 1964, the second source advised that 
in the past he has considered JAMES DOMBROWSKI, the Executive 
Director of the SCEF, to be a Communist, if not an actual 
Communist Party member, because he followed Communist 
principles. 


The second source advised on May 27, 1963, that 
many people who are officials and members of the SC, 
while liberal in their views, are by no means Communists.

The NYO does not have sufficient identifiable information 
of a subversive nature to characterize ANNE FARNSWORTH.

King then referred to a recent conversation he had with U 
arnsworth, and said he had received a promise from her to 
make a contribution zn stocks to the SCLC. He said he did | 
not know how much the contribution would amount to, but was of 

she opinion that it would be a considerable one. 


Anothey recent contribution according to the source, 
came from DickAfussell, who gave King $5,000.00. Jones acknowledge 
that he hac heard about Russell's contribution (apparently from 
Stanley Levison) as he had discussed Russe!l's willingness to 
set up a business for the benefit of the SCLC with Stanley Levisor.

On February 14, 1965, a source, who has

In the Daily Cardinal, Novanber 8, 1966, it is set 
forth that the CEWV had, on November 6, 1966, sponsored a 
rally on the University of Wisconsin - "Madison Campus a part 
of a three-day mobilization by protesting against United 
States policy in Viet Nam. According to the ne » JAMES 
BEVEL was/one of the spénfers, along with JAMES BEERS 
described/ as SWP candidate for Congress from the 5th District; 
IR, described as Communist Party candidate for 
Governor of Wisconsin. . 
BEVEL called for a student mass movement to 
“divert our economy into something worthwhile”. He said the 
young people of the world were allowing military people of 
the world to pull the same scheme again and again“. He 


called for a movement of young people around the world against 
the myths of war. 
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
